MONEY WAS DIVERTED 


States Half, of 2 Year Jload 


Program Now Finished 


or Contracted. 


The Nebraska old age pension 


association 
charged in a state- 


ment that money intended for the 
county feeder road program has 
been diverted by the state high- 
way department to other purposes. 


The association 
said only 8.9 


miles of feeder road work has been 
completed, and that only 46-1 miles 
have-been put under construction 
since the 1937 legislature appro- 
priated ?1,000,000 for the 1937-39 
blennlum. 
The statement adds that work 


done so far amounted to $191,026, 
covering 55 miles of farm-to-mar- 
ket roads, and asks what became 
of the remainder. 


"The legislature pulled a 'boner,1 


when it said that which is not 
used for county feeder roads shall 
be used by the state highway de- 
partment," the statement 
read. 


"Apparently then, the feeder road 
building program was not rushed. 
The farm-to-market roads did not 
get it, and neither did the old 
folks." 
State Engineer Tilley denied the 


charges. 


"Money set aside for 
feeder 


roads by the legislature has not 
been used for any other purpose 
and can not be," he said. "We are 
putting work under contract as 
rapidly as possible, but we can 
only proceed as fast as state funds 
are 
available 
to match federal 


funds. 
"The law gives feeder roads a 


preferred 
position 
because 
the 


funds for these roads 
must 
be 


* matched first and other, types of 


roads come second." 
Tilley estimated about naif of 


the two year feeder program is 
now under contract or completed, 
and ten months still remain In the 
blennium.

rick's cathedral, New York City, 
at the H o'clock solemn high 
mass.

simply: "1 am about to make the 
most difficult announcement that 
I have ever been called upon to 
make from

cathedral. I shall make the an- 
nouncement in very few words, 
because my heart is so filled with

onger. Your archbishop, Cardinal 
Hayes, passed away in his sleep 
Saturday night. Will you please 
pray for the repose of his soul."

He also attended St. Jos- 
eph's seminary at Troy and was 
ordained a priest in 1892.

turned to New York and became 
secretary to his predeceessor, Car- 
dinal John M. Farley.

Railway Commisftioner 
Maupln 
doesn't like one plank in the re- 
publican platform 
In a letter to 
The Journal, he says: 


"I have no quarrel with the re- 


publican-^ state platform. It is like 
most political 
platforms, demo- 
cratic and republican, something 
to get in on. not to stand on; a 
dreary mess of political platitudes 
But there is one particular plank 
in that platform I desire to com- 
ment upon, and as-briefly as pos- 
sible.

"Well, let me condemn the re- 


publican platform makers for not 
knowing a blooming thing about 
what they were denouncing. The 
commission has been neither incon- 
sistent, vacillating nor discrimina- 
tory. 


"It tackled a new and tremen- 
dous problem, and has proceeded 
consistently to enforce the badly 
involved law as best it could It has 
made no effort 
to 
discriminate 
against farm trucks On the con- 
trary, it has consistently refrained 
from interfering with them Only 
when a truck with a farm license 
engaged in hauling geneial com- 
modities for hire did the commis- 
sion crack down. 


"As long aa a truck hauls farm 
products from farm to local mar- 
ket, or from farm to farm, the 
commission does not, and will not, 
interfere. It has consistently fol- 
lowed the law that was rather bad- 
ly mixed up in its enactment The 
commission should not be blamed 
for trying to follow a law that waa 
often amended in the making by 
more republicans than deniociats .

"Regulation of rates and serv- 
ice of the railroads has been a 
growth of the years, and it is cer- 
tainly not fair to 
denounce

railway commission for not doing 
a perfect job of truck regulation in 
lees than six months.

last war arc easily traced to that 
struggle. 


A reawakening of spiritual cour- 


age and the use of common sense 
could bring about peaceful solution 
of the world's problems, Mr. Ken- 
nedy insists. 


It ia not difficult to see where 


he la right. 
If men in key po- 


sitions, backed by their followers, 
s h o u l d 
undertake international 


dealings in a generous and forgiv- 
ing spirit, If they should meet de- 
termined to agree, determined to 
make sncriticcs in order that har- 
mony should reign, acttlement of 
any dispute should not be difficult. 


The application of the golden 


rule to dealings between men rep- 
resenting nations should work as 
well as when applied to dealings 
between men as individuals.

nomination has been made. 
As- 


suming that he means he ia will- 
ing to support a republican nom- 
inee as against a democratic who 
has won his party's nomination, 
the president is merely reiterating 
the position he took in 1936 when, 
after a democratic primary had 
been held and the nomination of 
a candidate for U. S. senator had 
been completed in the normal way, 
Mr. Roosevelt decided to support 
the candidacy of Senator Nbrris. 


Thus Mr. Roosevelt's new doc- 


trine is that if the democratic 
party has a fight within its ranks 
and the new deal candidate is de- 
feated, 
the 
administration 
feels 


free to support a republican nom- 
inee if he ia new dealish. Cer- 
tainly democratic state and local 
leaders thruout the United States 
cannot get much comfort out of 
such a pronouncement from "the 
head of the democratic party." It 
menns that Mr. Roosevelt is quite 
willing to split his own party and 
then, rather than accept in sports- 
manlike fashion the results of a 
party primary, he feels he has the 
right to throw his support and 
that of the new deal machine to 
some republican who might in the 
president's judgment provide jet- 
ter material for the rubber stamp 
process than the democrat who 
won his nomination by reason of 
his refusal to be a rubber stamp 
and over the president's protest. 


The president is dealing mostly 


with theoretical and academic pol- 
itics when he starts talking about 
supporting "liberals" on the re- 
publican

versus

who are "conservatives." 
If local

ence in elections and if the party 
labels didn't mean as much as they 
do in local contests, some such 
realignment as Mr. Roosevelt out- 
lines might be easier to accom- 
plish.

The Expectant Father's Diet. 
The character of the dJet of the 


expectant father during the wait- 
ing period has a good deal to do 
with the health of his wife and the 
health of the baby. It should ex- 
clude nothing his wife ordinarily 
likes and digests with comfort. In 
order to insure the minerals, vita- 
mina and other essentials required 
to keep all hands happy about the 
whole thing, the daily menu should 
provide for each person: 


1. A quart of pure fresh milk. 
2. Two egga. 
3. Two or three balls of butter, 


or plenty of cream. 


4. At least one kind of cheese. 
5. At least one green, leafy rel- 


ish, such as lettuce, raw cabbage, 
or cabbage slightly cooked, onion 
tops, beet tops, dandelion greens, 
asparagus, spinach, cress, chicory 
greens 
( otherwise known as en- 


dives, escarole ). 


6. Four ounces of plain wheat, 


cooked as preferred. 


7. One raw vegetable, such as 


carrot, turnip, radish, tomato, po- 
tato. 


8. One fresh fruit rather than i 


fruit juice. If fresh fruit not avail- I 
able, factory canned tomato is a 
fair substitute. 


If the menu provides the eight 


items mentioned it will come close j 
to being a corrective, protective • 
diet, and a diet based on these es- 
sentials will keep both the pros- 
pective father and the prospective 
mother in the best physical condi- 
tion, to say nothing of the nutri- 
tional 
well 
being 
of the 
little 


stranger who will soon be banging

mother, father and the baby it is 
well to remember that a woman 
about to bear a child should weigh 
20 to 25 pounds more than her 
normal weight the year 
before. 


The expectant father should toler- 
ate no_monkeyshines with the diet 
calculated to prevent the accumu- 
lation of that 20 or 25 pounds ad- 
ditional 
weight. 
Above 
all 
he 


should beware of the near-doctor 
or the queer-doctor who counsels 
undernourishment with a view to 
preventing full normal growth of 
the baby and insuring easy labor. 
That theory works only one way— 
always badly. The fetus is a para- 
site, and will take what nutritive 
elements 
or 
material 
normal 


growth requires, even tho it has 
to rob the mother's blood of es- 
sentials. So the health and strength 
of the mother may be rendered 
poor by restricting her diet, but 
the baby will grrow just the same. 
So the labor will be more difficult 
than it would have been had the 
mother maintained her own health 
and strength by proper nutrition.

Early Report! of Large Crop Pros- 


pects Proved Most Damaging to 
Farmers. 
PLATTSMOUTH.—lt seems to 


me a great mistake is made by 
somebody in sending our reports ot 
large crop prospects early in the 
season, before any one, even an 
expert, is able to make a correct 
estimate. 
Along* in June this year 


it was reported in the newspapers 
that a "bumper" crop of wheat 
was to be expected, but when it 
came to harvest 
Lhe yield 
*vas 


found to be from 7 to 15 bushels 
per acre, altho the market price 
went clown to meet the socalled 
"bumper crop" report, to the sor- 
row and damage of the poor ten- 
ant farmer who must sell his share 
of the crop from the machine, at 
45c to 55c per bushel. If these 
false estimates had been kept from 
the 
newspapers, 
these 
farmers 


might have been able to get 75c 
or 80c per bushel for their wheat 
this season. 


Then when the big rains came in 


August, 
the prospect for a big 


corn crop was predicted the same 
way by some one who knew just 
about, as much about it as a "hog" 
about heaven." The fact is these 
August rains came too late to help 
two-thirds of the corn crop. Most 
of the corn was already out in 
tassel with many of the stalks 
without a sign of an ear on them, 
but that made no difference to 
those responsible 
for the report. 


They have to write something to 
fill up a lot of worthless apace. 
The rain looked good 
and, was 


good, and ought to make corn in 
their -opinion, whether late or not. 
When will we learn to attend to 
our own business* and stop predict- 
ing things that we know absolutely 
nothing about?

extract was injected into the skin. 


Still another method used for as- 


certaining to what foods a person* 
is sensitive is the employment of 
elimination diets. These are diets 
t\ hich contain 
various types of 


foods. 
For example, one set of 


dicta includes rertain foocli such a* 
peag, corn, corn meal and hominy; 
another 
includes footis such aa 


bro\vn rice and whole rye; another 
includes whole-wheat gram. By 
trying these diets, one after an- 
other, and seeing which fooda pro- 
duce symptoms, the foods responsi- 
ble for the allergy may often be 
detected.

The substances may be 
entirely harmless to others. 


In allergic rhinitis, or inflamma- 


tion of the lining membrane of the 
nose, there is a great deal of sneez- 
ing and running of the nose.

that she had not been harmed. 
Dist. Atty. Lloyd Hewitt, act- 
ing as spokesman for the family, 
announced the return and later 
said no ransom money had been 
paid. He also said no ransom or 
extortion notes or letters had been 
received. 
Was Not Mistreated. 


Chief E. Raymond Cato of the 
state highway patrol quoted Mrs. 
Meeks as saying she had not been 
mistreated, but had been forced 
to lie in a clump of brush con- 
taining poison aak. 
"She said she was taken from 


homo in her husband's automo- 
bile and to the gates of the 'Camp 
Fnr West' ranch of the Lincoln 
Packing 
company three

from Wheatland," Cato said. "She 
was blindfolded and her hands 
were bound," he said. "They made 
her walk several miles to the 
clump of brush, but she couldn't 
tell us where it was because she 
was unable to observe the sur- 
roundtngs or the direction." 
Federal officers found a wooded 


hillside about three miles from the 
ranch gate, but were unable to 
locate the hideout described. Cato 
quoted her as saying one of the 
men watched her while the other 
drove the Meeks' car to Marys- 
vllle and abandoned it. She ex- 
pressed the belief that the men 
did not have another automobile. 


Kept Long Without Food. 


For a bed she had a quilt which 


had been taken from her home 
when she was carried off. She 
said she wa's kept at the hideout 
without food until Saturday noon, 
wiien one of the men gave her a 
piece of cheese and a can of 
water.
